Regulation  41  is  amended  by  inserting  the  fol¬ 
lowing  as  subsection  (6a): — 

“(6 a)  If  conducted  in  a  park  or  premises  so 
equipped  that  moving  pictures  can  be  viewed  by 
patrons  while  seated  in  motor-vehicles  parked  in 
an  enclosed  space  commonly  known  as  a  drive-in 
theatre,  a  fee  calculated  under  subsections  (2)  or 
(3),  as  the  case  may  be,  based  upon  the  assump¬ 
tion  that  the  seating  capacity  of  the  park  or 
premises  is  2.5  times  the  number  of  motor-vehicles 
which  the  drive-in  theatre  can  accommodate.”

“GAME  ACT” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the 
Game-tag  Regulations  made  by  Order  in  Council 
No.  1246,  approved  the  13th  day  of  June,  1950, 
be  rescinded,  and  that  under  the  provisions  of 
section  69  of  the  “Game  Act,”  being  chapter  135 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  the  following  regulations,  to  be  known  as 
the  “Game-tag  Regulations,”  be  made: — 

Game-tag  Regulations 

1.  Each  deer,  moose,  wapiti  (elk),  and  moun¬ 
tain-goat,  as  defined  under  the  “  Game  Act,”  shall, 
immediately  following  the  killing  or  taking  thereof, 
have  a  seal  which  has  not  been  previously  used 
attached  to  the  carcass  thereof,  and  such  seal  must 
be  securely  and  permanently  attached  to  the  base 
of  the  tail  of  the  carcass  and  be  locked  by  the 
person  killing  or  taking  the  animal  and  to  whom 
the  seal  has  been  issued  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  these  regulations. 

2.  Seals  may  be  issued  by  any  Game  Warden, 
Constable,  Government  Agent,  or  any  person 
authorized  by  the  Game  Commission,  and  the  seal 
shall  be  in  the  shape  and  style  as  decided  upon  by 
the  Game  Commission,  and  shall  be  valid  only  for 
the  year  in  which  said  seal  or  seals  are  issued. 

3.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  (25c.)  shall  be 
payable  for  every  seal  for  a  deer,  and  a  fee  of 
one  dollar  ($1)  for  each  moose-elk  and  mountain- 
goat  seal. 

4.  The  seal  shall  remain  on  the  carcass  of  the 
deer,  moose,  elk,  or  mountain-goat  until  the  carcass 
has  been  removed  or  transported  to  the  place  where 
it  is  proposed  to  consume  the  carcass. 

5.  The  transfer  of  any  seal  or  seals  by  any 
holder  of  a  licence  under  the  “  Game  Act  ”  to  any 
person  whatsoever  is  prohibited. 
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6.  The  regulations  shall  not  apply  in  respect  to 
any  deer,  moose,  elk,  or  mountain-goat  killed  by 
an  Indian,  prospector,  surveyor,  or  farmer  (on 
his  own  property  only)  for  use  for  food  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  in  that  behalf  contained  in  sec¬ 
tions  7  to  10,  inclusive,  of  the  “Game  Act.” 

7.  Any  person  authorized  to  issue  firearms 
licences  and  from  whom  any  of  the  seals  men¬ 
tioned  herein  have  been  purchased  shall  note  the 
numbers  of  the  seals  and  describe  the  kind  so 
purchased  in  the  space  provided  for  this  purpose 
on  the  purchaser’s  firearms  licence. 

8.  Any  person  found  in  possession  of  the  carcass 
of  a  deer,  moose,  elk,  or  mountain-goat  to  which 
a  seal  has  not  been  securely  and  permanently 
attached  and  locked  shall  be  deemed  to  have  com¬ 
mitted  an  offence  against  these  regulations. 

9.  The  seal  or  seals  referred  to  herein  must  be 
used  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  regula¬ 
tions  passed  from  time  to  time  under  the  “  Game 
Act.” 

10.  (a)  All  of  the  provisions  of  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  apply  to  the  tagging  or  sealing  of  the 
leg  of  each  pheasant  that  has  been  shot,  killed,  or 
taken.  The  fee  for  each  pheasant  tag-card,  which 
shall  consist  of  live  (5)  tags,  shall  be  fifty  cents 
(50c.).  No  person  shall  make  application  for, 
have  in  his  possession  at  any  time,  or  be  issued 
with  more  pheasant  tags  than  the  season’s  bag- 
limit  set  out  in  the  Game  Regulations. 

( b )  Each  and  every  person  shooting,  killing,  or 
taking  a  pheasant  shall  immediately  upon  taking 
possession  of  same  affix  around  the  leg,  above  the 
spur,  of  the  said  bird  one  of  the  tags  issued  in  his 
favour,  and  such  tag  must  be  then  securely  locked 
by  said  person.  The  said  tag  must  remain  on  the 
pheasant  until  it  is  taken  to  the  place  where  it  is 
proposed  to  consume  the  said  bird. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  any 
pheasant  having  a  mutilated  or  tampered  tag  on 
its  leg  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  untagged  pheasant.

“GAME  ACT” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the 
regulations  now  in  force  covering  the  registration 
of  trap-lines  be  rescinded,  and  that,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  section  68  of  the  “  Game  Act,” 
the  following  regulations,  to  be  known  as  the 
“  Regulations  Covering  the  Registration  of  Trap- 
lines,”  be  made: — 

Regulations  Covering  the  Registration 
of  Trap-lines 

1.  These  regulations  shall  be  applicable  to  all 
of  the  Province  except  the  following: — 

(a)  Municipalities: 

( b )  The  Electoral  Districts  of  Saanich  and 
Nanaimo  and  The  Islands: 

(c)  That  portion  of  the  Electoral  District  of 
Esquimalt  situate  and  lying  to  the  east  of 
the  right-of-way  of  the  Canadian  Northern 
Pacific  Railway  Company  running  from  the 
City  of  Victoria  to  Cowichan  Lake: 

(cl)  Any  area  comprised  in  the  islands  adjacent 
to  Vancouver  Island  or  to  the  Mainland  of 
the  Province  situate  and  lying  south  of  a 
straight  line  running  from  the  mouth  of 
Oyster  River  on  Vancouver  Island  to  the 
City  of  Powell  River  on  the  Mainland: 

(e)  Private  property,  unless  at  the  written  re¬ 
quest  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof. 

2.  (a)  Under  these  regulations  no  person  or 
group  of  persons  shall  trap,  take,  wound,  or  kill 
any  fur-bearing  animal,  or  set  any  trap  or  other 
device  that  can  be  used  for  trapping,  except  within 
the  limits  of  a  trap-line  duly  registered  under  these 
regulations,  of  which  he  is  or  they  are  the  holder. 

(b)  The  registered  holder  of  a  trap-line  shall 
make  provisions  to  trap  and  shall  personally  carry 
on  active  trapping  on  his  registered  trap-line  within 


thirty  (30)  days  after  the  commencement  of  the 
opening  of  the  season  for  trapping  fur-bearing 
animals  in  and  for  the  district  or  area  in  which 
his  trap-line  is  registered. 

(c)  The  holder  of  a  registered  trap-line  may, 
providing  that  he  is  actively  trapping  his  trap-line, 
after  obtaining  permission  from  and  in  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Game  Commission,  employ  one  licensed 
assistant  trapper  in  the  operation  of  his  trap-line, 
and  such  approved  and  licensed  assistant  trapper 
shall  thereby  be  authorized,  within  the  limits  of 
the  registered  trap-line  of  which  his  employer  is 
the  holder,  to  trap,  take,  wound,  or  kill  fur-bearing 
animals  and  to  set  traps  or  other  devices  that  can 
be  used  for  the  trapping  of  fur-bearing  animals. 

(cl)  When  a  registered  trap-line,  through  the 
illness,  old  age,  or  death  of  the  registered  owner, 
is  not  being  trapped  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  clause  (b)  of  this  section,  the  Game 
Commission  may,  at  the  written  request  of  the 
registered  trap-line  holder  on  account  of  illness  or 
old  age,  or  at  the  request  of  the  Official  Adminis¬ 
trator  or  the  administrator  of  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  holder  of  a  registered  trap-line,  allow, 
under  permit,  one  or  two  licensed  trappers  only  to 
operate  such  trap-line. 

3.  Every  applicant  for  registration  of  a  trap-line 
shall  make  application  therefor  on  a  form  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Game  Commission,  in  which  such 
applicant  shall  furnish  true  and  complete  infor¬ 
mation  as  to  and  under  the  following  headings: — 

(a)  Full  name: 

(b)  Full  address: 

(c)  Nationality,  racial  origin,  and,  if  applicable, 
the  number  of  naturalization  certificate: 

(ci)  Occupation: 

(e)  Length  of  residence  within  the  Province 
immediately  preceding  date  of  application: 

(/)  Serial  number  of  licence  to  trap  fur-bearing 
animals  (resident  Indian  excepted): 

(g)  Complete  description  of  trap-line  showing 
location  and  sufficiently  defining  said  area 
by  reference  to  the  nearest  known  natural 
and  geographical  points.  A  sketch-map  of 
the  trap-line  which  it  is  desired  to  register 
must  be  presented  by  each  applicant,  show¬ 
ing  the  location  of  cabins,  shelters,  or  trails, 
and  any  other  information  that  may  from 
time  to  time  be  requested  by  the  Game 
Commission: 

(h)  The  number  of  years  applicant  has  trapped 
said  trap-line: 

(/)  Particulars  as  to  marks,  blazes,  or  signs  set 
out  denoting  the  boundaries  of  the  trap-line. 
(A  registered  trapper  is  required  to  blaze 
or  otherwise  mark  his  registered  trap-line 
on  the  ground.) 

4.  Except  in  the  case  of  Indians  who  are  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  Province,  no  application  for  registra¬ 
tion  of  a  trap-line,  or  for  renewal  of  registration 
thereof,  shall  be  accepted  unless  the  applicant  is 
the  holder  of  an  existing  licence  to  trap  fur¬ 
bearing  animals. 

5.  Upon  being  satisfied  that  the  territory  applied 
for  as  a  trap-line  is  suitable  for  the  purpose  and 
that  trapping  thereon  is  warranted,  and  upon 
approving  the  application,  the  Game  Commission 
may  register  said  area. 

6.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection  (1) 
of  section  39a  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  the  granting 
or  acceptance  of  the  application  and  the  allotting 
of  a  trap-line  shall  be  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the 
Game  Commission. 

7.  Every  holder  of  a  registered  trap-line  shall 
blaze  or  otherwise  mark  said  trap-line  in  such 
a  manner  that  will  sufficiently  and  clearly  indicate 
the  same  on  the  ground,  and  any  trap-line  that 
has  not  been  so  marked  shall  be  liable  to  cancel¬ 
lation. 

8.  No  bird  or  animal,  or  any  part  of  any  bird 
or  animal,  shall  be  used  as  bait  on  any  trap-line 
during  any  period  when  the  hunting,  killing,  or 
possession  of  such  bird  or  animal  is  unlawful  in 
the  district  wherein  the  said  trap-line  or  any  part 
thereof  lies. 
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9.  Every  holder  of  a  registered  trap-line  shall, 
immediately  upon  expiration  of  his  licence  to  trap 
fur-bearing  animals,  and,  in  the  case  of  Indian 
registered  trap-line  holders,  after  the  close  of  the 
trapping  season,  submit  a  true  and  complete  report 
to,  and  on  a  form  prescribed  by,  the  Game  Com¬ 
mission,  showing  the  number  and  species  of  fur¬ 
bearing  animals  trapped  or  taken  on  the  trap-line 
within  the  period  during  which  he  has  held  the  said 
licence  to  trap.  Further,  every  such  licensed  or 
Indian  trapper  having  beaver  in  or  on  his  or 
their  trap-line  must,  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
trapping  season,  include  in  the  report  or  return 
referred  to  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  beaver 
left  on  his  or  their  trap-line. 

10.  Registration  of  a  trap-line  shall  be  for  the 
period  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  next 
following  the  date  of  registration  or  of  renewal 
of  registration;  but  the  registered  holder  of  a 
trap-line  shall,  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of 
September  next  following  the  expiration  of  the 
registration  period,  apply  for  a  renewal  of  the 
registration  for  a  further  registration  period;  pro¬ 
vided,  when  reasonable  grounds  are  presented,  the 
Game  Commission  may  grant  an  extension  of 
this  period. 

11.  The  registered  holder  of  a  trap-line  for 
which  application  for  renewal  has  not  been  made 
pursuant  to  these  regulations  or  has  been  refused 
by  the  Game  Commission  shall,  ipso  facto,  forfeit 
all  rights  thereto,  and  registration  of  the  trap-line 
may  then  be  applied  for  by  any  other  qualified 
person.  Where  the  Game  Commission,  in  the 
interests  of  conservation,  has  directed  or  consented 
to  the  fur-bearing  animals  on  a  trap-line  remain¬ 
ing  untrapped  during  any  period,  and  where  the 
last  or  present  registered  holder,  if  he  requested 
the  said  trap-line  to  remain  untrapped  and  after 
obtaining  the  necessary  permission  so  to  do,  con¬ 
tinues  during  that  period  to  be  the  holder  of  a 
licence  to  trap  fur-bearing  animals,  the  Game 
Commission  may  preserve  to  the  last  or  present 
registered  holder  the  first  and  preferred  right  to 
apply  for  or  renew  his  application  for  registration 
of  the  trap-line  when  it  is  next  open  for  trapping. 

12.  The  Game  Commission  may,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  anything  contained  in  these  regulations,  hold 
in  good  standing  without  the  need  of  annual  regis¬ 
tration,  as  set  forth  in  these  regulations,  the  right 
of  registration  over  any  trap-line  where  the  regis¬ 
tered  holder  thereof  has  enlisted  in  and  is  on 
active  duty  in  any  branch  of  His  Majesty’s  armed 
forces. 

13.  In  any  transfer  of  a  registered  trap-line  or 
when  any  alteration  is  required  to  be  made  to  the 
original  trap-line  registration  at  the  request  of  the 
trap-line  holder  or  owner  or  any  other  person,  and 
after  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  Game  Commis¬ 
sion,  the  person  in  whose  name  the  registration  is 
being  transferred  or  altered  must  pay  a  transfer 
fee  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50). 

14.  Leasing,  loaning,  renting,  or  in  any  way 
allowing  any  other  person  trapping  rights  on  or 
over  any  registered  trap-line  or  part  thereof  is 
prohibited,  except  under  permit  issued  by  and  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Game  Commission. 

15.  No  person  shall  be  the  holder  of,  or  operate, 
or  trap  on  more  than  one  trap-line.  Without 
permission  first  being  obtained  from  the  Game 
Commission,  no  trapper  trapping  on  private  prop¬ 
erty  or  in  any  municipality  shall  trap  or  assist  in 
trapping  on  any  registered  trap-line,  and  no  regis¬ 
tered  holder  of  a  trap-line  shall  trap  or  assist  in 
trapping  on  any  private  property  or  in  any  munici¬ 
pality. 

16.  No  registered  trapper  shall  dispose  of  his 
registered  trap-line  by  sale  or  otherwise  except 
under  permit  issued  by  the  Game  Commission, 
and  where  a  trapper  has  been  granted  permission 
to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  his  trap-line,  such 
trapper  shall  only  be  entitled  to  register  one  new 
trap-line.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of  any  Standing 
or  Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  re¬ 
ceived  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session, 
and  no  motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification 
of  this  Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to 
the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon 
to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(h)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  pub¬ 
lication  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration 
or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House. 


(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  de¬ 
posited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented 
to  the  House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be 
six  hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass 
second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be 
returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing 
Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend 
to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of 
the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  men¬ 
tioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  draw¬ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10 3A  inches  by  IV2  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Pri¬ 
vate  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in 
Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the 
company  are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further 
particulars  can  be  had  on  application  to  the  under¬ 
signed.
